'for  her  personality  and  charm  on 
the  platform,  and  was  considered 
one  of  the  most  original  and  enter¬ 
taining  speakers  on  campus. 

Under  her  leadership  the  dream 
of  having  an  annual  High  School 
Weekend  became  a  reality,  and  in 
turn  a  tradition.

i  The  Honorable  Marvin  Griffin,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  was  honored  speaker  at  the  Convocation  ceremony 
Monday  morning,  September  22.  His  address  officially  opened 
the  62nd  year  of  the  Georgia  State  College  for  Women.  '

Dawson. 

As  I  waited  patiently  ih  the  hall 
of  Parks  for  the  “energetic  stride, 
saddle  -  oxfords,  and  crew  -  cut 
to  return  to  his  office,  I  was 
pondering  over  which  of  the 
many  personal  items  concerning 
this  man  would  be  of  greater  in¬ 
terest  to  you.  As  always,  I  found 
it  no  problem  to  talk  to  him — my 
problem  was  to  keep  up  with  him. 

He  began  by  telling  me  how 
much  pleasure  he  was  receiving 
from  his  new  job  as  head  of 
Public  Relations.
